from attendees for a period of ten days following the Convention's 
close on May 13: meaning I must have it in hand by Wednesday,

THE 1854 COPPER-NICKEL PATTERN HALF CENT - DOES IT EXIST? 

R. Tettenhorst 


Introduction 


There are three purposes to this article. The first is to describe the 
pleasure of an experience in numismatic research that extended over approxi- 
mately fifteen years. The second is to demonstrate that almost any collector 
with enough patience and enthusiasm can engage in numismatic research, even 
though he may not be one of EAC's more experienced and scholarly members. The 
third purpose is to disclose the answer to the question, does the 1854 copper- 
nickel pattern half cent exist? 

The presentation will be in three parts, of which this article is the 
first. It will tell how the question arose and describe the search for the 
answer. The second part will be a visual and oral presentation at the Educa- 
tional Forum during EAC's 1990 Convention in Orlando, where the coin will be 
displayed and the question will be answered. The third part will be a follow- 
up article on the subject which will be submitted to Penny-Wise. 

A Brief Review of the History of the 1854 Copper-Nickel Pattern Half Cent 

The first published listing of the 1854 copper-nickel pattern half cent 
was in the Adams and Woodin book entitled United States Pattern, Trial, and 
Experimental Pieces , published in 1913. The coin was listed as Adams-Woodin 
number 192 and described as "unique." In 1954 a second specimen appeared for 
the first time in the Anderson-Dupont sale, lot 1155. The variety was listed 
in Judd's United States Pattern, Experimental and Trial Pieces (1959) and given 
the number 155. The information in Judd is merely a restatement of what appeared 
in Adams-Woodin, with the addition of the second specimen. Similar references 
were in Empire Coin Company's United States Half Cents (1962); in the first 
edition of Roger Cohen's American Half Cents (1971); and in Walter Breen's 
Encyclopedia of United States and Colonial Proof Coins (1977). By the time 
of the publication of Cohen's second edition (1982) and Breen's Encyclopedia 
of U.S. Half Cents (1983), I had brought the question of the existence of the 
coin to the attention of those authors. It is discussed on page 123 of Cohen 
and page 451 of Breen. However, the seventh edition of Judd, revised by Kosoff 
in 1982, still listed J155 as "two known." 

The Spence Sale and Its Consequences 

The Dupont specimen reappeared as lot 880 in the Spence sale on March 15, 
1975, exactly fifteen years before the date of this issue of Penny-Wise . I 
examined it carefully before the sale and then bought it for $1,700, a price 
approximately four times that of a regular late date copper proof, and about 
the same price as the 1856 copper-nickel pattern in the same sale. The price 
was less than I had expected, because twenty years earlier, in the Anderson- 
Dupont sale, the same coin lhad sold for $350, which was about eight times the 
current price for a late date proof, and four times the price of an 1856 copper- 
nickel pattern. 

The coin seemed perfectly satisfactory to me. It had a golden color well 
within the normal range of naturally toned examples of the 1856 copper-nickel 
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pattern half cent. In fact, there was a slight edge nick which almost served 
the function of a chop mark. Inside the nick the coin was also an appropriate 
brassy color. Moreover, the coin was accompanied by the envelope from the 
Dupont sale. 

When I got the coin home, however, something vaguely troubled me about 
it. Something was not quite as good as it ought to be, but I couldn't figure 
out what. Eventually, it dawned on me that it was too good. The coin was 
simply too well struck up. It was fully struck on both the obverse and reverse, 
particularly the denticles. 

To understand the significance of this, one has to realize that the 1856 
copper-nickel half cent pattern never comes fully struck up. I had unsuccess- 
fully searched for years for a fully struck example. Each one I had seen or 
heard of had significant areas of flatness in the hair and on several leaves, 
plus a consistently mushy area lacking details in many of the denticles. The 
illustrations on pages 456 and 457 of Breen's Encyclopedia of U.S. Half Cents , 
and those below in this article, clearly show that. The explanation always 
given was that nickel was a harder metal than copper, and that the coinage 
presses in the Mint used for striking copper coins lacked sufficient pressure 
to fully bring up the details onto the faces of the tougher copper-nickel planchet. 
Vet, here was this 1854 specimen struck two years earlier, supposedly from 
the same material, without a trace of flatness. Why? Perhaps since only two 
of the 1854 patterns were made, a special setting was made in the coinage press 
to make sure that the details were sharp. Perhaps... but on the other hand, 
there was now uncertainty as to whether these pieces were made of copper-nickel. 

Next, I considered the weights of the respective coins, and the doubts 
multiplied. The normal copper half cents of the 1850s weighed about 84 grains. 

I had not seen specimens that varied significantly from this standard. The 
1856 copper-nickel patterns weighed consistently in the range of 70 to 72 grains. 
This 1854 pattern was listed in the Anderson-Dupont catalogue as weighing 84 
grains, and the comment was repeated in the Spence sale catalogue. Quickly, 

I popped my new acquisition on the scale, and the result was an unambiguous 
84.1 grains. Uh oh, trouble in River City! 

Not knowing precisely what to do next, I consulted a friend and neighbor, 
the noted numismatist, Eric P. Newman. He had no explanation for the differences 

in strike and weight between this 1854 and the 1856 patterns, if they were 

made of the same metal. He offered to send the coin to a friend in the chemistry 
laboratory at Washington University in St. Louis for an X-ray spectroscopic 
exam, which he said would determine clearly what the metallic content was without 
damaging the coin. 

We sent the coin off, together with a regular copper 1854 proof, a copper 
1856 proof, and a copper-nickel 1856 pattern. When the results came back, 
they were clear. The Dupont-Spence coin, except for traces of impurities, 
was all copper, just as were the 1854 and 1856 regular metal proofs. The 1856 
copper-nickel pattern showed a clear presence of around 10 percent nickel. 

Naturally, my feelings were mixed. I had made an interesting discovery, 

but at the expense of realizing that I did not have the rare coin I thought 

I had purchased. I returned the coin to Stack's with a copy of the chemical 
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analysis. I received a prompt refund along with a gracious letter of regret. 

Next, of course, my thoughts turned to the other specimen. The Adams-Woodin 
piece now had the adjective "unique" restored to it. But, after my experience 
discrediting the other supposed example, how sure could anyone be that the 
Adams-Woodin piece was indeed made of copper-nickel? Perhaps it was also an 
unusually toned brassy-looking regular copper proof. So began The Search. 

The Hunt for Brown October 


First, I looked to see if I could find a picture of the Adams-Woodin coin, 
which might show whether it was fully struck or not. No luck. Nor could I 
find any reference to its weight. Then I asked people who might have seen 
the coin if they remembered whether or not it was fully struck. But no one 
recalled ever having seen the coin, since it had disappeared from view many 
years earlier. 

Eventually, I learned that the Adams-Woodin specimen had reappeared in 
the Farouk sale as part of lot 1750, combined with an 1855 copper $10 U.S. 
pattern. The two-coin lot sold for thirty Egyptian Pounds, or around $90. 

It had been bought by a Florida dealer named Randall. My search took on a 
new direction. I uncovered some interesting information and lively anecdotes 
about Mr. Randall. Unfortunately, included in the information was the fact 
that he was deceased, as was Mrs. Randall. No one had the slightest clue as 
to who might have been a customer of his for a coin such as an 1854 copper- 
nickel pattern half cent. 

A gnawing worry invaded my thoughts. Suppose that the coin was, as I 
believed possible, only a regular copper 1854 half cent. And suppose further 
that it had somehow become separated from its pedigree, so that there was nothing 
to link this ordinary half cent with its distinguished history. We would then 
be forever deprived of the opportunity to establish conclusively that the 1854 
copper-nickel pattern did not exist. It would retain forever the theoretical 
possibility of reemergence and thus sink into that dismal abyss of unresolved 
and unresolvable questions. ( Urgent request -- All of you who own important 
or pedigreed coins, please keep the pedigrees with the coins for the benefit 
of future investigators. ) 

Years passed. More years. Every so often I would meet someone I thought 
might possibly know the location of the coin. But when I asked, no one had 
even a hunch. 

Eureka! The Norweb Sale 


Suddenly, one day in early 1987 the phone rang... It was Frank Wilkinson. 
"You know the half cents in the Norweb collection are going to be sold by Bowers 
and Merena in a few months, don't you?" he asked. "Yes," I replied, "I'm really 
looking forward to it." "There is a coin in there that I think you have been 
looking for," said Frank mischievously. When he told me it was the Farouk 
specimen of the 1854 copper-nickel pattern, I literally jumped out of my chair. 
Frank further told me that Del Bland had seen the coin and considered it to 
be a regular 1854 copper half cent. 
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1854 Copper-Niickel Pattern ??? Woodin-Farouk-Norweb 



At the EAC Convention in Orlando, I plan to display these coins. At the 
Forum I will present the results of the metallic analysis and make a few other 
comments about the pleasures of the hunt for numismatic information. Any EAC 
member who will not be in Orlando is invited to study the evidence presented 
above and send me a vote as to whether the coin is a regular copper half cent, 
a copper-nickel pattern, or something else. If you believe it is not a copper- 
nickel pattern, I would welcome any speculation as to how an otherwise careful 
numismatist such as Mr. Woodin could have made such a mistake. Please write 
me at P.0. Box 14020, St. Louis, MO 63178. Those who are going to be in Orlando 
will have an opportunity to see the coin before the Forum and cast a vote after 
direct inspection. 

Also for those not going to Orlando, I plan to submit my remarks at the 
Forum for publication in Penny-Wise . 


************* 
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As soon as the coins were available for inspection, I rushed to see them. 
There were, of course, many fabulous half cents. However, the star for me 
was lot 134, something that I believed to be common— namely , an ordinary copper 
1854 half cent. Almost from across the room I could see that it was fully 
struck up. The color was within the normal range of natural toning, and the 
weight was given as 83.4 grains, approximately the standard of the regular 
issue copper half cents. The catalogue itself hedged on the coin's composi- 
tion. Whereas the 1856 copper-nickel examples in the Norweb sale (lots 138-139) 
were unequivocally described as being in that metal—and weighed at 70.8 and 
69.8 grains, respectively—this 1854 example was highlighted as 

FAMOUS 1854 "COPPER-NICKEL" HALF CENT. 

The description went on to cite Breen's comments at length, adding, "As no 
metallic analysis has been made of this piece, no warranty is given except 
to say that it has traditionally been described as copper-nickel." 

Eureka! Eureka! The undiscovery of a variety! 

Apparently, most others, but not everyone, shared my view that the coin 
was merely a regular copper one. I bought it for $1,980. I considered that 
its actual value, except for its historical interest, was in the range of $100. 
The excess I regarded as a philanthropic contribution to further the study 
of numismatics. Again, with the assistance of Eric Newman, the coin was sent 
off for non-destructive metal analysis, this time to the ANA Certification 
Service, which secured the cooperation of the personnel at Colorado College. 

Shown below are pictures of the Woodin-Farouk-Norweb specimen, along with 
a regular uncirculated 1854 copper half cent and an 1856 copper-nickel pattern.

About the Editor's comments on S-120a/121a in the January 15 Penny-Wise : 
here are some facts which apparently escaped his attention, exactly as they 
had escaped Dr. Sheldon's. 

I have examined dozens of examples of S-120a, and almost all survivors 
of S- 12 la . Despite their being listed as plain edge coins, all I have seen 
to date in fact show the same beaded edge as many S-134, some S-135, 136, 137; 
the same edge Dr. Sheldon described as "semi -gripped" and mentioned only for 

134, with a row of irregular raised pellets though no grip marks. (But all 
the NC-l's I have seen have plain edge.) Had Dr. Sheldon known this in 1957, 
he might not have stubbornly denounced 121a ' s as fraudulent alterations. He 
and I quarreled over this subvariety and never reached agreement; I could do 
nothing about the offending paragraph in Penny Whimsy . 

About the latter, let me quote a paragraph from 1797.3a (S-121a) in the 
Early Cent Book (or whatever B&M will be calling it): 

"This was long controversial. Sheldon said that 2 or 3 examples showed 
"clear evidence that their edges were turned down, probably on a lathe, to 
remove the grip marks." (I have seen none answering this description.) He 
claimed that about 1940 George H. Clapp, Howard R. Newcomb, James G. MacAl lister, 

Henry C. Hines, and Carl Wurtzbach "made a systematic examination of the avail- 
able examples with alleged plain edges. Their opinion at the time was that 
there was no good evidence on which to postulate the existence of a true sub-variety. " 
Sheldon agreed with this so-called "Clapp committee" and added that any real 
ones would be "freaks like the dozen or so 1 794 ' s whose edges failed to get 
lettered." (PW, pp. 186-7.) No contemporaneous written evidence survives 
of this joint study. However, even if those experts did say anything of the 
kind, their ar g u ments--and Shel don ' s--are obsolete. Beaded edges on even 
the lowest grade survivors match those on 2a, 4a, 5a, 7a and 8a (S-120a, 134, 

135, 136, 137); this rules out any possibility of tampering, since the raised 
pellets on Edge II (beaded) differ in placement and shape from the less obvious 
ones on Edge I (gripped). And if any specimens do show up with plain edges, 
they will constitute another subvariety."

The coin 
shows no sign of tampering.

Collectors: please examine your S- 134 through 137 for beaded edge vs. 

plain edge. We still need a census on these, to establish rarity ratings for 
the book; only you can help. Current impressions: 134 plain edge is not much 

scarcer than beaded; 135 few beaded, many plain; NC-6 edges not examined; 136 
beaded edge scarcer than plain; 137 only two seen with beaded edge, others 
all plain. Other varieties may occur with the same beaded edge as 134.

NEW SPECIMEN OF 1797 NC-1 DISCOVERED 
Rob Retz and Walter Breen 


While viewing a lot of low grade unattributed large cents from an old 
time collection, I have come across what I believe is the fifth 1797 NC-1, 
second finest. 

The obverse displays all of the layout and characteristics of the elusive 
1797 OBV 1. The die break across the top of B and E arcing down and across 
the center of R and T, and the weakness from the dentils through the 1 of the 
date are both clear. This latter element is not mentioned in Clapp, Sheldon, 
or the cataloging of Brown: 165. However, when these two pieces are com- 

pared this appears as a striking diagnostic. 

The three dentils above and to the right of E are just beginning to fuse, 
and the die break has not yet spread from the dentils down to the E. The weak- 
ness in the 1 of the date is not as advanced as in Brown: 165. 


The reverse shows extreme weakness in "STATES OF" similar to Brown: 165, 

which was described as being "unevenly impressed." So much for that idea, 
as this piece is very evenly struck. Throughout its use in the S-90, S-120, 
and S-121 this die exhibits strong legends. Herein may lie the key to this 
great rarity. A new obverse die is mated with the old workhorse 1796 reverse 
F, and both fail almost immediately. One thing that still bothers me, though, 
is that I see no evident die buckle in this area. 
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This variety should now be listed as R7+ with a known census of four spe- 
cimens. This piece is the second finest and the earliest die state known. 

This coin, like all other known NC-l's, has a plain edge. 

Walter Breen's Comments 


Rob's 1797 NC-1 is in State I, the earliest state known; earlier than 
the Charles E. Clapp, ANS discovery coin, pictured in Early American Cents 
and Penny Whimsy (the ANS coin's crack seems heavier than Robinson S. Brown's, 
but its low grade creates difficulties in evaluating die state). 

Other specimens traced to date are in State II: 1) Jaquette, Rendell, 

WHS, REN, About EF; 2) Wrubel , SWL, CDS, DWL , Robin S. Brown Jr.: 165. In 
State II, small chips have fallen out of the die at BER, and the BERT crack 
extends to I. 

The weakness at STATES is probably from slight axial misalignment. This 
has to be checked against Bill Noyes's photos of the Naftzger coin.

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DIE STATES OF THE 1837 N9 CENT 
Jules Reiver 


Collectors have long been interested in die states of the 1837 N9 cent. 
Newcomb listed 6 states of the obverse die, and 3 of the reverse die. Somebody 
added state VII to the obverse. Over the years I have seen many listings of 
combinations of the obverse and reverse numbers, some of which just did not 
make sense. 

It is reasonable to assume that as one of the dies continues to break, 
the other one cannot contain fewer breaks than it had on a previous strike. For 
example, it would be impossible to have a coin with obverse V and reverse III, 
and another with obverse VI and reverse II. Vet I have seen coins like this 
listed, and have seen examples which certainly looked to fit those descriptions. 
I think that the answer must be that the second coin is more worn, less well 
struck, differently centered at the time of striking (in the case of a rim 
break), or with some type of surface problem, any of which may obscure a given 
break. 


A good example is the case of the two coins shown. The earlier strike, 
which I call state g, has a small but sharp rim break at star 11, and another 
at star 4. The other, which I call state j, has 5 rim breaks between stars 
11 and 13, but does not show the one at star 4. In this case I think that 
the strike was not centered so as to show the little outside rim on the left, 
where the die had previously broken. 

When I become interested in the die states of a variety, I put them on 
my computer. What follows is the printout for the varieties in my collection. 
The following abbreviations are used: OC = obverse crack, RC = reverse crack, 

0 = obverse, R = reverse, RB = rim break, 0C5 = obverse crack 5, the defect 
listed as number 5, OC 8 = obverse crack at 8 in the date, OC *1 = obverse 
crack at star 1. 

There must be many other die states. I would like to see them, and enter 
them in the computer.

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LATE DATE CENT UPDATE

Some nice late date cents have turned up since the last update. These in- 
clude the following: 

- 43N17. Fred Borcherdt found a VG-10 example which is tied for CC #8 
of 12 known. The full census is 65-25(3)-20(2)-15-10(3)-7-4. 

-46N25. Bob Miller found a nice F- 12 in a group of unattributed late 
dates at the FUN show. The total is now 8, with a census of 30-12 ( 2 ) - 10- 
7-6-5 ( 2 ) . 

- 48N38. Joe Dooley hit the jackpot with a PCGS slab containing the second 
finest knownexample of this tough variety. It grades MS-61, which isn't bad 
for a PCGS 63. The census is 65-61-40-35-30(3), plus many lower. 

-49N30. Tom Wagemaker made his Long Beach trip pay off when he found 
a nice F- 12 example to fill a hole in his set. The population is now 6 busi- 
ness strikes and 4-6 "proofs." The census for the business strikes is 60-25- 
12 - 10 ( 2 ) - 7 . 

My work on the late date census is progressing nicely, and I expect to 
publish the first installment in the July issue of P-W . In the meantime, I 
thought it might be of some interest to publish a list of those varieties which

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EXAMINING THE RARITY RATINGS, PART 7 
Tom Reynolds 


In Part 6, I made the statement that very few MIDDLE DATE varieties are 
rare and that most of the rarity ratings are overstated. The data in Part 7 
should help substantiate that statement. The only reason some of the "common" 
varieties don't have larger numbers in the "Number Owned" column is that I 
quit buying 22N3, 24N2, 27N11, etc. in low grades. Some dates and varieties 
show high "Number Owned" figures since they are popular varieties, e.g. over- 
dates; or are scarce dates, e.g. 1821 and 1823. The "Top Three Owned" column 
substantiates my other statement in Part 6, that AU50 and better pieces are 
extremely difficult to locate. The "Top Three Owned" column is occasionally 
a little misleading, however, since several varieties are scarce in the VF30-XF40 
range. For example, for 24N3, I show 40,35,30 but the other 17 pieces I have 
owned drop off in grade very rapidly.

Other than N13 and N 1 5 , 1820 ' s are difficult to find in high grade. There 
are three tough varieties, i.e. N4, N6 and N14. In fact, N4 and N6 should 
be R5. N7 and N8 should be R2 while N9 and N12 should be R3. N9 is tough 
in better grades. 

The year 1821 is not a tough date but is very tough in high grades. Note 
that N1 is very tough in AU50 or better. 

The year 1822 is a difficult one for high grade pieces. There is an 1822 
variety that is a blank in all but two collections since only two N 14 1 s are 
known. Don't ask me why! Two other rare varieties are N9 and N13. N1 should 
be R2. N6 , N7, N10 and Nil should be R3. N8 and N12 should be R3+. N7 and 
N8 are tough in better grades. 

Either variety of 1823 is very scarce in XF40 or better. As a date, 1823 
is very common. The Restrike has proven to be quite scarce but comes in high 
grades. 

The year 1824 is a killer for AU50 or better pieces. The toughy is N5 
in any grade. N1 should be Rl. N3 should be R2. N4 is scarce as a variety 
and for better grade pieces, and should be R3. 

The year 1825 is also rugged in AU50 or better. No killer varieties for 
1825. N2 and N4 should be R2. Nl, N6, N8, N9 and N10 should be R3. N3 should 
be R4. 

The year 1826 has long been considered a common one... but try and find 
an AU50 or better piece. The N8 is a popular overdate. N6 and N8 should be 
Rl. N3 and N9 should be R2. N3 and N8 are scarce in better grades. 

The year 1827 has two killer varieties, i.e. N10 and N12. It is also 
tough in high grades. N5 and N9 should be Rl. N4, N6, N7 and N8 should be 
R2. Nl should be R3. 

The year 1828 has no rare varieties but there is a sleeper. . .N7. Nl and 
N10 should be Rl. N2, N8 and N12 should be R2. N4 and N9 should be R3. N4, 

N9 and N12 are scarce in better grades. 

The year 1829 is an interesting one. High grade pieces are rare. Some 
varieties are very rare in high circulated grades, i.e. XF40 (N3, N4 and N9). 
Many come with very blunt strikes. Nl is another sleeper. N2, N3, N5, N7 
and N9 should be R2. N4 should be R3. N5 is tough in high grades.

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A HISTORICAL LOOK AT THE HARD TIMES TOKENS, PART 4

Low #32 This variety is one of a fairly large group of HTT's (Low numbers 
21 through 36) which bear a strong resemblance to the large cents of the period. 

In order to avoid possible problems with the counterfeiting laws, the word 
"Not" was added above the words "One Cent." Sometimes a token can be seen 
with the word "Not" effaced, presumably by a person who wanted to pass the 
piece after the HTT's had ceased to be acceptable in general circulation. 

The "Millions for Defense" motto was originated by American diplomat Charles 
C. Pinckney, when he refused to pay a bribe to the French foreign minister 
Talleyrand in 1799. It was used again shortly thereafter when the Barbary 
pirates demanded and received extortion money from the U.S. government in exchange 
for the safe passage of American ships. 

The significance of the slogan during the Jackson era is unclear. Logi- 
cally the phrase could not have been too politically offensive because it appear- 
ed on a number of merchants' store cards (Low numbers 95-97 and 153-154). On 
the other hand, it may have been of some use to the Whig Party because it was 
paired with some of the less offensive political designs like the Webster and 
Van Buren ship tokens (Low numbers 41-43 and 58-59) and the phoenix symbol 
(Low numbers 45 to 48). 

During the course of my research for the first set of Hard Times token 
articles, which I wrote several years ago for P-W , I came to the conclusion 
that the "Millions of Defense" slogan was connected to the "Aroostook War," 
which was a border dispute between the United States and Canada. The dispute 
began in 1783 when the Treaty of Paris, which ended the Revolutionary War, 
provided a poorly-defined boundary between what would become the state of Maine 
and Canada. In 1826 the King of the Netherlands, acting as an arbitrator, 
awarded 7,908 square miles to the United States and 4,119 square miles to Canada. 
England was satisfied with the settlement, but Maine was not. 

From 1828 until 1838, tensions mounted on both sides, and in 1838 England 
withdrew her support from the 1826 settlement. Canadians began to move into 
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the area, and in response, the Maine legislature voted $800,000 for defense, 
and the Maine state militia re-occupied the area. In support of these moves, 
the U.S. Congress authorized President Martin Van Buren to call up 50,000 volun- 
teers and to spend $10 million for defense. Van Buren chose to negotiate a 
"peace with honor" over the issue, however, and his representative convinced 
the Maine troops to withdraw and the Canadians to remain out of the area. Many 
were dissatisfied with Van Buren's policy, and the Whig politicians did what 
they could to get some mileage out of the issue. Interestingly the "Aroostook 
War" even became an issue in the 1838 New York State governor's race, when 
William Seward (Low numbers 13 and 14) ran successfully. Ultimately, the issue 
was settled after Van Buren left office, when the U.S. gave up 900 square miles 
of land from the original 1826 boundaries. 

Most of these "Millions for Defense " tokens are common, but a few such 
as Low numbers 24, 25, 26 and 27 are quite rare. Except for the rare and scarce 
items, these tokens are among the lease expensive varieties in the series. 



to the series after the original book and its supplement were published. This 
piece, like most of the other pseudo-Low numbers, deserves to be in the series 
and is a worthwhile addition to a collection of HTT's. 

The piece features a bust of Henry Clay and the slogan "Henry Clay and 
the American System." The "American System" refers to another of Clay's compro- 
mises which was intended to help hold the union together and elevate him to 
higher office. Clay's "system" consisted of a continuation of the protective 
tariff on only those imported goods which were produced by domestic manufacturers 
(which was to benefit the industrial north) and a vast system of public works 
projects to build roads, bridges, and canals which would make it easier for 
farmers to transport their goods to marked (benefiting the south and west). 

The idea never got off the ground because the Democrats, unlike their present 
day offspring, were opposed to massive government spending and were committed 
to Jefferson's philosophy of "a government which governs least governs best." 

The reverse of this piece features the phrase "United We Stand" encircled 
by a laurel wreath. These words are often poorly defined because they are 
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directly opposite to the high relief bust of Clay which resulted in suboptimal 
metal flow when the token was struck. 

This variety, which has been attributed to the election of 1840, is fairly 
scarce, but it is reasonably priced (about $75 in EF) because of its status 
as a "latPf'nmpr" tn the spries. 


Low ims variety is not a political to<en, Dut it nas Deen included 

here because it has been added to half cent collections ever since Wayte Ray- 
mond provided a space for it in his "National" album pages in the 1930 1 s and 
40‘ s. The token has been attributed to Edward Hulseman of 80 Nassau Street 
in New York City, and was issued as a substitute for the regular U.S. half 
cents which were apparently in short supply for everyday use. Ironically, 
the Federal Government had several hundred thousand half cents stored in its 
vaults at this time. 

When the coin boom promoters of the early 1980 ' s became desperate enough 
to push the HTT's on the investment community, this token was thought to be 
a scarce item in EF and better condition. As a result, the retail selling 
price in EF rose as high as $450, which pulled a flood of them out of the wood- 
work. Today the variety, which is officially rated an R2 but is probably an 
Rl, sells for about $125 in EF, a price based mainly in the token's "pseudo 
half cent" status. 

Low #117 and Low #120 These varieties are also not political tokens, 
but they too are mentioned here because they have acquired a following indepen- 
dent of their status as HTT's. These tokens were struck by Dr. Lewis Feuchtwanger , 
who developed an alloy which contained copper, nickel and zinc. Feuchtwanger 
offered his alloy to Congress for use in American coinage, but Congress, at 
the urging of Mint Director Robert Patterson, declined Feuchtwanger ' s proposal. 
Nevertheless, Feuchtwanger produced and circulated a large number of his cents 
and a much smaller number of his three cent pieces during the Hard Times period. 
Feuchtwanger' s alloy is of interest because a slightly different version of 
it was eventually used for U.S. coinage in 1857 and again in 1865-6, when first 
the small cent and later the three and five cent nickel pieces were introduced. 

The cent token. Low 120, actually covers 13 sub-varieties which range 
in rarity from Rl to R8. Since there are a fairly large number of Feuchtwanger 
cents which have never been fully attributed, one would be well advised to use 
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some caution when purchasing the very rare sub-varieties, because there could 
well be more of them 'out there' than are presently known. The collective 
market price for the more common sub-varieties of Low 120 starts at around 
$15 for a Very Good specimen, and ranges up to about $250 for a Mint State 
piece. The coin is most often found in VF to EF condition, however, and usually 
sells in the $40 to $60 range. 



The most common three cent token, Low 117, is much scarcer than the one 
cent piece; but it is not as rare as the Red Book entry, which provides no 
price and simply lists the coin as "Very Scarce," would lead one to believe. 
Actually, the variety is an R3 on the Sheldon scale (probably about 400 extant), 
and sells in the $350 to $800 range for undamaged pieces in Fine to All. For 
some reason, a fair number of these pieces were holed, and these damaged tokens 
are usually priced in the $100 to $200 range. In addition to this variety 
there are also several other Feuchtwanger three cent tokens, including Low 
numbers 118, 119 and 267. All of these pieces are quite scarce (R5 to R7) 
and are seldom available. 

Both of the Feuchtwanger tokens have been listed in the Red Book for many 
years. As a result, both pieces have enjoyed a following independent of the 
Hard Times series. In recent years, the space devoted to the Feuchtwanger 
pieces has become smaller and smaller as more and more space in the Red Book 
has been required to cover the new U.S. issues, most notably the annual series 
of new commemoratives. In future years, the Feuchtwanger token listing could 
be deleted from the Red Book entirely, which could have a negative effect on 
the market value of these pieces, especially the cent. 
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Low #56 This is one of the few pro-Van Buren tokens, and given the fact 
that all known specimens of this variety were holed for use as political medallions, 
one could make the argument that this piece does not belong in the Hard Times 
series. Nevertheless, this token is usually found in circulated condition, 
which indicates that most of these pieces were removed from their original 
suspension devices and either carried as pocket pieces or, more likely, spent. 

The designers of this piece tried to use a little reverse psychology on 
the voters in order to build some momentum for Van Buren's sagging 1840 campaign. 

The slogan "The Sober Second Thoughts of the People are OK" seemed to be an 
attempt to encourage the faithful that there was still hope and that their 
efforts in support of Van Buren would not be wasted. On the other hand, the 
slogan also seemed to encourage those voters who might have been having "second 
thoughts" about their support of Harrison. Whatever the intent, it did not 
have much of an effect upon the outcome of the election. 

This token is scarce, and finding a nice specimen is difficult. Many 
of these pieces were silvered, and occasionally a specimen is found with remnants 
of this coating between the letters and devices. 




Not in Low, Listed in Sullivan as WHH 1840-55 This piece is not an official 
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Hard Times Token, but it was used as a political item in the election of 1840, 
which ended the Jackson era. Like Low #56, this piece was holded for suspen- 
sion on a pin of some kind, and since these pieces are seen in worn condition, 
the possibility exists that they were used as tokens. The piece is of interest 
to Hard Times token collectors because the military bust on the obverse and 
the log cabin and cider barrel on the reverse were the most vivid symbols of 
the bogus campaign which William Henry Harrison and the Whigs ran to help defeat 
Van Buren for re-election. 

This piece and a number of other similar and related items are listed 
in Edmund B. Sullivan's guide, American Political Badges and Medalets 1789-1892 . 
The publisher of this book, Quarterman Publications, Inc., is no longer in 
business, and interested collectors would be well advised to purchase a copy 
of this fine work if they have the opportunity. 

Some Thoughts on Collecting and Investing in Hard Times Tokens The Hard Times 
token market has changed a great deal since I became interested in the series 
in the mid 1970's. At that time, the common varieties were mostly sold as 
"junk box" items and were priced at around two or three dollars regardless 
of condition unless the piece was in mint state. The money spent on the HTT's 
was pretty much irretrievable because the few dealers who handled the tokens 
paid next to nothing for them. This was okay, however, because the amount 
of money involved was small enough to make the HTT's pure collectors' items. 

The rarer, more interesting political pieces (R3 or better) were never easy 
to find and usually commanded premium prices (but not nearly as high as today) 
in a market which was supported by a small number of dedicated specialists. 

At the end of the 1979-80 numismatic bull market, the ridiculous prices 
realized in the Garrett Sale prompted a few promoters to market the HTT's as 
the "penny stocks" of the investment market. The selling prices escalated 
from two or three dollars to $25 to $30 for EF pieces from the legitimate dealers. 
A few con artists also got into the act and began to charge several hundred 
dollars for tokens which were worth no more than $10 to $15. One of my favorite 
ploys during this period was to spot one of these crooks offering a common, 
well-circulated HTT for some outrageous sum, like $300. I would offer a better 
example of the same variety to him for $30, or $40. The dealer always refused 
to buy the piece, but it was fun to watch him squirm after this "investment 
counselor" had given me his song and dance about how many of these tokens he 
had sold for even more money than the one he was presently offering at a "bargain 
price." 

Regardless of the source, most HTT's continued to be "roach motel" invest- 
ments (It was easy to check in, but virtually impossible to check out with 
a profit, regardless of the length of your stay) because the buying prices 
still lagged far behind the selling prices. For instance, I once owned an 
AU example of Low #21, which is one of the rarer "Millions for Defense" varieties. 
I sold this piece to a friend who had trouble selling the token to a well-known 
exonumia dealer for $70. The dealer's retail selling price was $275! Such 
price structures discouraged me from continuing to expand my collection of 
Hard Times tokens. 

Today the gap between the buy-sell prices has narrowed somewhat, but the 
dealer mark-up for the HTT's is still higher than it is for regular U.S. coins. 

The reason for this is that the inventory turnover for the HTT's is slower than 
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it is for other numismatic items, and the dealers must charge more to make 
marketing them worth their time and effort. Still there are limits to what 
this mark-up should be, and a good rule of thumb is never to pay more than 
the current catalog price for all but the choicest examples of the rarest and 
most desirable varieties. 

In conclusion, a collector should approach the purchase of a Hard Times 
token in the same way as he would the purchase of a nice vacation or an average 
work of art: buy it for the fun of it. Any economic gain which might result 

should be viewed as a remote and unusual occurrence.

After introductions, Dan asked for auction and bourse news. Doug Bird 
found an 1834 N6£ in AU 50 at the show.

After the introductions, Jules Reiver, Jack Robinson, and Don Valenziano 
agreed to answer questions from the audience on collecting early American cop- 
per die varieties. The first question put to the panel was: Has the copper 

hobby changed in the last thirty years and if so how has it changed? The panel 
answered that the hobby has changed. The changes were in two areas, auctions 
and information. 


The panel observed that the Starr sale in 1984 marked a turning point 
in the way major die variety collections were sold. Prior to Starr, most 
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major collections were sold by private treaty. The panel mentioned famous 
auctions from the 50's, 60 1 s , and 70 1 s primarily to illustrate that the auctions 
were few and far between. With regard to one famous auction, the Ruby sale, 

Jules Reiver pointed out that its owner had planned to sell his collection 
by private treaty but after a deal fell through it was sold by Superior at 
public auction. But following the Starr sale, a number of extensive collections 
of early American copper crossed the auction block (Van Cleave, Norweb, Brown, 
Halpern, and Robinson); in short, auctions became the primary means through 
which collectors and dealers obtained choice coins and rare die varieties. 

Don Valenziano noted that fewer copper collectors visit coin shows due to the 
great difficulty in locating the die varieties they need at the shows. 

The panel cited the work by John Wright, Bob Grellman, and Jules Reiver 
in the Newcomb varieties of large cents and the increased popularity of these 
large cents, as an example of how additional information can change what we 
collect. The panel also noted that this shift in collecting preferences has 
been reflected in higher prices for the Newcomb varieties. 

Another change in the hobby has been the new interest by investors in 
high-grade copper. Don Valenziano observed that this interest has been largely 
confined to uncirculated examples of common varieties, e.g. Randall hoard large 
cents, which are relatively rare compared to high grade silver dollars. Members 
of the panel suggested that if the trend of sharply rising prices for uncirculated 
examples of these varieties continues, many EAC'ers may decide to sell their 
common uncirculated varieties to the investment crowd. When a coin is both 
a rare die variety and in high grade, the consensus was that the knowledgeable 
collector will usually outbid an investor for the coin. 

One member asked the panel how rarity ratings were established for each 
die variety and how they were updated. The panel answered that rarity could 
be estimated in several ways. First, for very rare die varieties (Rarity 
6 and higher), the rarity rating was based on the number of examples in the 
condition census, which is generally kept by one person for a given series 
(see January's Penny-Wise ) . Second, rarity ratings for more common varieties 
are based on the number of times an experienced collector has seen that variety 
offered for sale on the bourse floor or at auction. The panel pointed out 
that using the number of times a variety appears at auction can present a problem, 
however, when the same coin appears in several auctions and is counted as several 
coins . 


The formal portion of the meeting ended at 3:30 p.m. with a round of applause 
for the speakers, after which members broke into small groups to look at coins 
and talk with friends.

Mike Thompson sent me a fascinating large cent this time, asking 
the question we all have the first time we see such a piece. 


AJ 79: What happenned to this coin? Was it made this way, maybe 
struck thru something? It is so light it might have been made on 
a half cent planchet. 



Ans: Your cent has had an extended acid bath. If the coin starts 
out clean with no coverings, coating, corrosion, or adhesions, an 
extended soak in a strong acid (nitric, hydrochloric, sulphuric, 
etc.) gives an evenly-eaten product such as your coin. 

Your piece was soaked face down. The bubbles from the topside of 
the coin could rise away from the coin, but those from the bottom 
side had to travel to the rim to escape. An extended acid bath 
without turning the coin over always makes radial etch-lines on 
the downside of the coin. Eddies in the acid from the escaping 
rim-bubbles cause the topside periphery to be more eaten, making 
it look bowed as your coin does. 

As an indication of how much metal your coin lost, it started out 
thicker than a half dollar and is now thinner than a dime. Its 
original 168-grain weight has been reduced to 78 grains with very 
little reduction in diameter. A large cent struck on a half cent 
planchet would be of slightly larger diameter than a half cent 
and would lack most if not all of the legend and stars. Such a 
piece would still weigh its original 84 grains.

It is with great sadness that I inform the membership of the recent death 
of Dr. William E. Nessell . I first heard from Bill in 1985, when he responded 
to my Massachusetts copper survey. It was not long before we discovered that 
we both had a strong interest in half cents as well as Mass copper. During 
the past 5 years, we corresponded regularly, updating each other on the states 
of our respective collections, and engaging in a friendly rivalry on both fronts. 

We first met in March 1988 in New York, at the second Norweb sale, the 
sale of the Norweb Mass coppers. While I won three lots and he only one, we 
had a good time comparing notes on the coins and in bidding against each other. 

We met next at last year's EAC Convention in Cincinnati. No Mass copper purchases 
for either of us, but we had some wonderful conversations on the topic. I 
visited with Bill on my trip through New England last September. He and Beverly 
were kind enough to put Cath and me up for the night, and Bill was kind enough 
to let me wander through his half cents and Mass coppers at my leisure, regaling 
me with stories of how favorite coins were acquired or why certain pieces had 
special significance to him. I wish now that I had traveled with my collections 
so I might have returned the favor. 

Bill retired at the beginning of the year and almost immediately suffered 
a series of heart attacks and related complications. He died January 30, leaving 
behind a wife, Beverly, and a married daughter. I shall miss him, and I shall 
miss his letters, which were always filled with the wonder of discovery and 
knowledge gained. To my mind, we have lost a member who embodied what I feel 
is the true EAC spirit: a love for the early coppers; an enthusiasm to learn 
about the history of those coppers; and a love of sharing his coins, his knowledge, 
and his enthusiasm. 

Editor's note: Bill contributed an excellent writeup of Bowers & Merena's 

Taylor collection sale, back in 1987 (See P-W XXI : 175 ) . We extend our deepest 
sympathy to his wife and daughter in their loss.

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COLLECTING ON A BUDGET 
Ray Rouse 


One of the comments often heard on the browse floor, at auctions, and 
at meetings is that "I just can't afford to buy nice copper, I am priced out 
of the market" or words to that effect. Admittedly, some people have deeper 
pockets than others. Most E.A.C. members have families to support, mortgages 
to pay off, children in college, limited incomes, or other reasons that restrict 
their ability to buy the most expensive coins on the market. Yet a reasonable 
collection can be built on limited funds. 

One of the secrets of building a collection is not to scramble for every- 
thing at once. You don't have to have everything today that you would like 
to have in your collection 10, 20, or 30 years from now. Part of the joy of 
collecting early copper is the hunt for nice examples that you can afford. 
Sometimes you can't find even "common" material. I spent six years checking 
out COIN WORLD ads, dealer fixed price lists, and shows before I found a particular 
R1 half cent for my collection. Now this was not because I was looking for 
a high grade example, but because I could not find the variety for sale. So 
while we often hear complaints about price, price is not everything. 


To find out how expensive it actually is to collect large cents, I took 
my recently-received fixed price list from a well-known Oklahoma dealer and 
priced it out. The results may surprise you.

Now obviously the dealer hopes to sell his material; if the market was 
only for expensive items, why should he stock the less-expensive material and 
spend the money to advertise? "Yes," you may say, "but only the common material 
is inexpensive; the scarce stuff is all too high for me." Well, consider this: 
John Fettinger's piece in the last PENNY-WISE noted that there are 154 common 
varieties of early large cents, that is Rl's, R2's, and R3's. By implication, 
the other varieties should all be expensive. But it just isn't so. From the 
same price list:

So what is expensive about collecting early American copper coins? The 
answer of course is condition. High grade examples are limited, so they bring 
high prices. "After all, look at the slab market, if I want a good investment 
in my collection I have to buy high grade coins." For early copper, not so! 
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Other factors beside condition make coins desirable. More than one collector 
of considerable means has been happy to find a G5 example of an R6 or R7 variety 
to add to their collections. The "Robinson Rampage" was not based solely on 
high grade material, but on other factors such as off-center strikes, unusual 
die states, famous varieties, pedigrees, double strikes, counterstamps, and 
errors. In short. Jack had a lot of interesting pieces. 

The above offers a clue as to what a collector should do. That is, pick 
coins that you find interesting--coins with beautifully colored planchets, 
rotated reverses, rim cuds, die cracks, and so on. If you simply select the 
coins that you can't live without, regardless of their technical grade, chances 
are someone else will feel the same way about your coins when you go to sell 
them. Even a poverty-stri ken collector can be selective; and as the charts 
show, not all early copper is expensive to own and enjoy.

THE CHALKLEY AND LONG COLLECTION SALES 

with a Dealer's Perspective on Bidding at Auction, and Comments on 'Slabbers'

Two major auctions of early copper and the Long Beach convention kept 
my late January and early February filled to overflowing. The first task was 
viewing and formulating bids on all the lots in the Dr. Tom Chalkley Collection 
offered Sunday, January 28th. 

A collector can approach an auction sale somewhat differently than a dealer. 
In general, a collector should approach the sale with the idea of adding a 
few especially desirable specimens to his collection. What makes a particular 
lot "especially desirable" will vary quite a bit from collector to collector 
depending on their specific area of interest, personal tastes, and financial 
constraints (we all have them, though some collectors seem less constrained 
than others!). Items of special interest can be marked in the auction catalog 
prior to arrival at lot viewing. Suppose fifty items of possible interest 
have been marked; expect to lose half that number when the lots are actually 
viewed. Some coins just won't be as appealing in person as in the catalog. 

Others will be so much nicer than you expected you just won't be able to live 
without them. These become first priority items. 

Fill a room with more than hundred and fifty collectors, each of whom 
has twenty five "first priority" lots to bid on, and it becomes immediately 
apparent that not everyone can go home with everything they want. Consider 
yourself extremely fortunate if you are successful on one of every four lots 
you bid on. Often the same twenty or thirty lots will attract the attention 
of virtually every bidder present. These may be driven up to incredible prices. 
Have an idea of the maximum you will bid on a lot, and write it down in your 
catalog. Never bid more than TWICE your maximum. (I'd say never bid MORE 
than your maximum, but I know that is futile advice. At an auction, everyone 
bids more than they thought they would. People pay prices at auction far 
beyond what they might pay in a face-to-face transaction. It's OK to be one 
of them; but be aware of what you're doing. Formulate an idea of the coin's 
value in the relatively sane atmosphere before the sale. Don't try to figure 
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out what it's worth to you while the auctioneer is in the process of running 
the bids.) Finally, remember you don't have to buy everything you want today. 

There will be other sales. Don't buy something you really don't want just 
because it's cheap. Conversely, don't pay an absolutely foolish price for 
something because you just have to have it right now. Paying too much for 
a coin will impair your enjoyment of it later on. 

As a full time dealer my approach to a major auction has to be different. 
First, I must look at every lot in the sale. During the course of the week 
I will have clients call asking for my comments on different lots, including 
grading, attribution, die state, and value. On some lots I will be executing 
bids for clients. Some lots I may have an interest in for my own collection. 
Naturally, on over a thousand lots I will not have time to write down detailed 
descriptions of every coin. But I note anything at varience with the catalog 
in terms of grade, attribution, or die state. At a large auction like this, 

I come prepared to bid on every lot in the sale. So next to each lot descrip- 
tion I mark down my maximum bid. I do this for several reasons. First I want 
to buy coins. It's many times more difficult buying early copper than it is 
selling it. Also, specialist dealers are expected to make a market in their 
area of expertise. The auction company anticipates no trouble selling the 
choice EF45 1817 N-7 with mouse. But when the third S- 187 in porous VG8 comes 
up the auctioneer might appreciate a bid, any bid. So I have one ready. In 
addition, an occasional lot is so horrible, so ugly, so utterly without merit, 
that when it opens to the book at thirty dollars and you look down at your 
catalog to see the description "1798 S- 187 VF20 with some light porosity" 
crossed out , you won't be tempted to bid on it thinking - gee it can't be that 
bad... Yes, it can be that bad. And I have my fifteen dollar bid down in 
red ink just to make sure my optimism doesn't cost me too much too often. 

It normally takes several days to view as many lots (1,188) as contained 
in the Chalkley sale. In addition, there were close to two hundred lots of 
early copper offered in the Dennis Irving Long sale by Bowers and Merena, held 
in conjunction with the NASC/Golden State convention in Pasadena. After arriving 
at Superior Galleries, I got to work looking at the Chalkley sale lots. In 
general, the lots were graded fairly accurately; but whereas there were many 
instances in past Superior sales where I felt lots were undergraded by five 
points, here I found myself having to lower some grades by five points. But 
the quality of the Late Dates was especially impressive. Many were wel 1 -pedigreed 
and unlike many of the earlier lots, the grading was especially strict, perhaps 
severely so. 

The Dennis Long collection contained some very nice, very scarce material. 

I felt the grading was quite accurate overall. The lot viewing was handled 
in a relaxed friendly atmosphere. The first session saw a beautiful EF Chain 
Cent S-4 hammered down for $31,000, and a nice EF40 or better S- 14 for a relatively 
reasonable $27,000. I bid in the Robbie Brown S-48 starred reverse for a client. 
The second session contained even more remarkable coins. The first attractive 
1802 C-l I've seen since the Norweb specimen two years ago came my way at $15,400 

...a lot of money but an exceptional coin. A really nice S-l Chain AMERI went 

to a prominent Minnesota collector. I think he already had an S-l, but not 
one with the rare rim cud over TAT. This example had the cud. A nice VF35 

1823 N-l was hammered down for $1250. 
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Later, a super MS63 1837 N-l, one of the better coins in the condition 
census, went for $2300 to one of the slab boys. What a waste. This coin will 
now be sent to PCGS et al, slabbed at a high grade, and sold to an investor. 
What a shame. But the slabbers were a real force here. And it will probably 
get worse before it gets better. Earlier, a nice MS60+ 1854 Half Cent I had 
down to pay $300 for sold for $1200 to one of the slab boys. I guess us Okies 
is just too dumb to understand this game. 

Back to Superior for another few days of lot viewing... I know you have 
heard me rave about the gracious and hospitable Superior staff before. . .Well , 
they just are. They manage to be efficient and friendly at the same time. 

You really feel like an invited guest. The usual pre-sale party was thrown, 
the highlight of which was one particular pair of coins: a previously unknown 

1794 S-50 in the sale, graded AU50 (upon examination the coin proved to be 
every bit of that, maybe more), and the finest known S-50, the property of 
a California collector. At the party, these two coins were laid down side 
by side. Both are beautiful choice specimens. But the new coin is probably 
better by an easy five points. Wow! This threw some oil on the pre-sale fires 
of more than a few of those present. 

On Sunday the battle began in earnest. Very little of note happened early 
on in the sale. A disproportionate number of the Half Cents and Early Dates 
went to dealers for re-sale. Up until the S-18a things were pretty quiet. 

But lot 171 brought $4400 for an AG3 coin. What a difference a tiny edge leaf 
makes! A superb choice VG S-39 was tucked unplated in lot 197. A few people 
noticed it though, and it sold for an $8000 hammer price. Then came the S-50, 
a beautiful cent cataloged as AU50. I believe it will ultimately be upped 
to AU55. After some serious struggle it was hammered down at $35,000 to Jack 
Robinson, acting as agent for the ultimate consumer, a prominent California 
collector. The S- 52 and S-53 were both nice coins for the grade, AG-3, and 
at $1150 and $2000 perhaps in reach of a collector needing these varieties. 

A major battle ensued over the beautiful VF30 or better 1798 S-163. I thought 
this was undergraded as a VF30 coin... a real golden tan beauty. The coin is 
tied for finest known. When the smoke cleared, a Florida collector owned the 
prize at $13,500, not counting the buyer's commission. 

The first really great middle date was the 1817 N-7 graded EF45 and at 
least that, if not slightly finer. This went to the same buyer as above at 
$1900. I had my eye on lot 588, a beautiful 1819 N-4; I owe a favor on this 
one, and it came my way at $460. There were two very nice 1822s, though I 
felt only the first was mint state. These went for $3000 and $2100, respec- 
tively. A nice VF30 1829 N-7 brought $2500 and a very nice 1837 N- 14 graded 
MS60+ went for the same price. 

Dr. Chalkley had formed one of the finest collections of Late Dates ever. 

A comparable collection had not been sold since the Robbie Brown Sale over 
three years ago. Prices have risen some since then, apparently. Lot 912 had 
previously appeared in the Starr sale in 1984, where it brought $286; this 
time this nice MS60 1844 N-3 brought $3960. Lot 915, an AU55 44 N-7, had sold 
for $253 in the Robbie Brown sale; here a bid of $2100 was required. Quite 
an increase, but the buyer of the above two lots wasn't collecting 1844s three 
years ago. I had my heart set on several of the 1847s. The 47 N-12 MS60 was 
the finest known with the rim break at star nine, a beautiful coin. I bailed 
out at $2300. I did come away with one prize, the nice 47 N-15 EF45 or better. 
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one of the finest known of the variety. The late dates proved to be very strong, 
with collectors battling mightily with slabbers for the nicest coins. 

I assume my readers know who and what slabbers are. I'm referring to 
dealers who submit all their coins to PCGS et al. At a sale such as this, com- 
mercial dealers will come in and buy any coins EF45 or better they think will 
come back Mint State from one of the grading services. I think the grading 
services perform a useful function for novice collectors/investors , at least 
in comparison with past abuses (rather like being hit over the head with a 
rubber mallet feels better than being hit with a sledge hammer); but the fact 
remains, many of the coins we in EAC call AU50 will come back MS63 from the 
grading gurus at PCGS et al. A percentage may come back as MS65, thus creating 
a windfall profit for the slabber and encouraging him to continue playing copper 
roulette. I'm not sure how long this will go on, or how to solve it. But 
it i_s creating a problem. 

Largely thanks to the efforts of Bob Grellman we are finally getting some 
clarity as to the real rarity (and lack of it) of many late date varieties. 

Lot 1066, an 1850 N-24, a variety I believe to be rare, sold for $3200. Two 
1843 N-17s sold for $3000 and $1450 respectively. I look for the late date 
collecting specialty to gain in popularity. Nice coins, some very scarce, 
can still be found at reasonable prices. . .though for how much longer, who can 
tell?

The Fever hadn't struck yet, but even as an alcoholic must 
resist that first drink, so a Fever victim must resist trying to complete any 
series . 

As time passed, I had just about completed a Morgan Dollar series (and 
now learned ' P ' wasn 1 t pronounced 'plain') when I returned to my childhood 
home. I was going through some of my deceased father's things when I came 
across a Lady with a foolish grin. I hadn't even known my father collected 
anything earlier than Lincolns. My mother certainly hadn't seen it before. 

Had my father found this in circulation?; received it as a gift?; an heirloom? 

As you may imagine, I felt like I was coming down with the flu--tight chest, 
mistyeyes: that sort of thing. I should have known better--my mother should 

have seen it coming and warned me-- I was just beginning The Fever. 
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It's now 1988 and a well-meaning friend at church got me a membership 
in E.A.C. Penny-Wise seemed as foreign as a medical newsletter, while I pored 
over such esoteric terms as M.S., bourse, verdigris, and Silly Head. "Silly 
Head" — WOW! Maybe — could it be? But there's no picture... 

I returned to the coin shop and saw a 1795 Large Cent. The Liberty on 
the coin was very different from my Lady with the silly grin, but the size 
was the same, so... My Fever quickly took hold. I got a set of Vol I -IV of 
Penny-Wise and read them that subsequent summer. As I read of the teenage 
Oliphant doing research, of Denis Loring completing a Sheldon series ("what's 
that?"), of Dr. Lapp and 'Captain' Wright — my temperature was rising. I found 
myself in fits of fancy, dreaming of the 'good old days! Then I got an 1803 
for $5.00 and an 1812 for $2.75. 

You know how a fever acts--the temperature goes down briefly before The 
Fever fully strikes. Well, I caught it and caught it bad! My friend, Ray 
Medhurst, further infected me just as I was seemingly recovering (what a pal-- 
thanks, I guess, Ray) by suggesting I 'specialize' in a year. 

Well, here's The Fever now: I have just gotten my first 1817 Newcomb-- 

a lovely and modest VF-20 from Chris Victor-McCawley, and after that series 
is complete I'll work at the 1839 ' s to find all of my Lady with the silly grin's 
sisters. I even attend Coin Shows now and know what a bourse is! Oh yes, 

The Fever has its infectious side too. I have written to all of my extended 
relatives soliciting their L.C.'s and Half-Sisters. If anyone knows of an 
innoculation for The Fever, please write to me at 75 N. Marengo, Pasadena,

I went to a West Chester Coin Club meeting and joined, becoming their 
youngest member. The club had to change their by-laws, because the old by-laws 
stated all members had to be at least 18 years old. The club was the best 
thing that has ever happened to my coin collecting interests. The people there 
are all so very supportive of me and have helped me a lot. 

I got my first Large Cent at a flea market (I go to flea markets frequently 
looking for coins.) The coin was an 1848 Coronet Large Cent. Since that first 
Large Cent, I've gotten many other Large Cents. This interest in Large Cents 
led me to do a presentation for my club entitled "Miss Liberty On U.S. Coins," 
for which I received an educational award from the A.N.A. While doing my re- 
search for that presentation, I came across a picture of a beautiful 1794 cent. 

I decided then and there that I wanted one. I went to the A.N.A. convention 
in Pittsburgh, and it was there that I first learned about EAC, and met Chris 
Victor-McCawley. After a few months, and a lot of allowance, I bought a S-59 
1794 cent from Mr. McCawley. That was a great addition to my collection. So 
were the Large Cents I received for Christmas. 

Today, I am recording secretary for the West Chester Coin Club, a seventh 
grade honor student at Malvern Preparatory School, secretary of the Student 
Council, editor of the middle school newspaper, a writer for the school magazine, 
and rehearsing for the Spring Musical "LI ' 1 Abner." I play baseball and am 
learning to ski. I am an avid early copper collector, enjoy my coins very 

much and I am proud to be a member of EAC.

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LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


I. Letters Concerning EAC Surveys in Progress: 

Hugh Cooper writes, 

Naturally I am happy that EAC has so many intelligence-gathering projects 
afoot. Yet somehow after reading John Wright's and John Fettinger's articles 
I find myself disappointed and annoyed. . .John Wright says, "All five of these 
surveys are ongoing, and are supported by the surveyor and contributions from 
the participants." Maybe that's what's wrong with the progress in EAC. Why 
isn't EAC sponsoring these projects? ... Copper men seemingly love to get together 
to play whist and one-upsmanship, but not to figure out how to get the information 
they have acquired over many years into the hands of other collectors. . .The 
SCORE and the LIST are prime examples of how to avoid spreading information. 

The 1/200 survey goes to everyone, no minimum number of varieties to participate. 

I know nothing of the MASS and COMMON CENTS surveys, except that they accept 
all contributions. 

Let's say a character collects Turbans or cents of 1794 or 1817; he has 
trouble qualifying for participation even though he probably owns varieties 
of other years. Let's say a character collects varieties in any grade, and 
one AU or better for each year, and yet is embarrassed to reveal his, by his 
standards, meager collection. Let's say a character owns 50 early cent varieties 
and does not want to be stigmatized as an "Intermediate" dabbler. His coins 
might all be VF-30's. Let's say a character possesses 49 early cent varieties, 
and thus does not qualify. When he acquires a couple more varieties he can't 
remember where he last saw the form, and by now couldn't possibly give a damn... 

John Fettinger makes the strange statement, "Isn't an open exchange of 
information what fellowship is all about, or are we to believe it is more advantageo 
to use EAC primarily as a listening post for personal gain?" In the first 
place, anybody can join EAC for any self-serving reason he has. In the second 
place, fellowship also implies that everyone's collection is worth counting . 

It is hardly an "open exchange of information" if certain classes of persons 
are excluded from the inner sanctum. What is more, it seems to me that all 
these projects should be EAC projects in fact, not just in name... using some 
EAC money, calling for contributions, allowing everyone to report, and printing 
the reports under EAC aegis at a modest fee to contributors and somewhat more 
to non-contri butors . . . 

Barry Kurian writes, 

I hope the tone of this letter doesn't give the wrong impression. I'm 
not mad ; just disappointed. 

Disappointed at being blocked from making a numismatic contribution, and 
disappointed with some of our members who have (hopefully inadvertently) devised 
a system that keeps other members excluded. 

FRUSTRATION OF A DATE COLLECTOR 

...Yes, I'm a large cent DATE collector. 

...Yes, my collection is complete ' 93- 1 57 , with upgrades (which I'm still 
actively doing) in many dates--90 big coppers in all. 

...Yes, all are attributed BY VARIETY using Sheldon, Wright, Grellman, 

Breen and Newcomb (I bought my copy at Stack's--they'd found a few that had 
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been in their basement since the '40s and gave me my pick for $40. This happened 
some time before the reprint came out.) 

...Yes, I have some nice pieces from Stack's, Harmer Rooke, Paramount, 
Bowers, Superior (RSB), M&R, Van Cleave, EAC sales, and so on. 

...Yes, my S-84 and S-224 are close to CC. 

...Yes, I attend ANA and EAC activities to meet fellow EAC'ers and learn 
as much as possible. 

...Yes, I love to read about large cents, study them, bid for them in 
auctions, etc. Two shelves of my bookcase are devoted to early copper. 

...Yes, I like to share some of what I have and know with others (I'm 
working with my seven year old daughter right now), so I'm a "charter member" 
of JRF's "Common Cents," 'cause he didn't make me count 'em; just share 'em. 

...Yes, JGF and JDW are frustrated because many of the "ultra collectors" 
of EAC prefer "not to cooperate." 

...NO, I (and many others, I expect) cannot participate in "The Score" 
and/or "The List." Talk about frustration!!! And I thought EAC was formed 
to allow collectors to share... to promote communication. The rhetoric of the 
ultra collectors has turned some of us off. It wouldn't surprise me if some 
of those "missing" variety collectors were among the turned-off. 

C'mon, John and John... open it up to all the date collectors (and any other 
interested EAC'ers). Let us decide whether we'd like to contribute, instead 
of you making the choice for us. Perhaps some of us might want to help with 
expenses, if that's an issue. 

The goal is to exchange information--let us fill some of your "holes." 
Additional Comments to the Editor: 

Several people wrote to point out that other members were involved in 
getting THE LIST off and running, including one who wrote, 

Wes Rasmussen started THE LIST, a collection summary for 
middle dates, which has been compiled by John Wright since the mid- 
1980s. The middle date condition census was started from information 
compiled by Walter Breen, and has been kept subsequently by Del Bland 
and John Wright. Obviously, many others have aided in the compila- 
tion and maintenance of these efforts... 

Another member provided a fresh perspective on the lack of reporting when 
he wrote. 

At present I have over 400 large cent varieties, so I qualify for 
reporting; but I have not. Why? Simply because I have never learned 
to grade. I've always taken the stand that if I liked the coin and the 
price--and, if I could afford i t — I bought it. Again, if I sell, the 
price must satisfy me. But I certainly cannot, with certainty, differ- 
entiate between a 40 and a 45 coin. And I am not going to sit down and 
try to grade 400 coins for a survey, worthwhile as it may be. 

And another "Ten Year Member" reacted angrily to the issue of minimums 
for reporting when he wrote. 

The fact that I do not have 150 large cent varieties to qualify 
for their lists is more a loss to them, not me. I have only 92 large 
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cents for the entire issuing period, 1793-1857, but not one grades 

less than a strong EF-40 . Do I care how many G-4's exist? No way! 

But, do they care about my cents, of which more than several make CC? 

...Even if I had but a handful of coins, I should be allowed to par- 
ticipate in any survey sanctioned by EAC.

II: Letters Concerning the Slabbing Controversy: 

Dick Kurtz writes, 

I would like to express my thanks and agreement with two articles in the 
15 January, 1990 edition of Penny-Wise , both of which address the hype and 
distortions present in today's coin "industry." I refer to your own intro- 
duction, and to Hugh Cooper's, ‘There's a P. T. Barnum Born Every Minute.' 

The slabbing situation is a numismatic scandal. Most experienced collec- 
tors and dealers do well to agree within five grading points for circulated 
coins, with the likelihood of agreement increasing as the grade declines. The 
slabbing services, looking at thousands of coins over short periods of time, 
routinely make one-point grading decisions, with big money riding on the dif- 
ference. A fellow collector expressed shock at last year's ANA in Pittsburgh 
when he saw a huge corrugated carton filled with broken slabs. We all know 
that the name of the game is ' resubmi ttal ' until the desired grade is on the 
slab, and this was just one more piece of evidence to bring the point home. 

I agree that the next 'adjustment' in this overblown part of the market may 
make Custer look like a resounding success. Someday, one of these speculators 
or one of the dealers who caters to them may try to sell their wares to a true 
numismatist. It could be the beginning of the end for them. 

While I'd rather read articles about numismatics in "Penny-Wise", it is 
important that we get the word out to new collectors, and it's also important 
that we don't give up the fight, no matter how hopeless it may appear to be 
sometimes . 

As far as large conventions like the ANA, I'd be more than pleased to 
attend an annual bash with 25% of the dealers we presently see, provided all 
of them are knowledgeable numismatists. I walk by the slab dealers anyway. 

Bill Jones writes. 

Congratulations on the comments which you made concerning slabs in the 
foreword of the January PW. I agree with you entirely. I have been seeing 
more overgraded material in slabs recently, and it makes me wonder when the 
bubble will bust. Slabs have really started to ruin my interest in regular 
U.S. coins, and of late I have been working on other things such as U.S. Mint 
medals, fractional currency, and perhaps in the not too far distant future, 
Colonial paper. 

Don Valenziano writes. 

It is not my intention to defend slab coins, however, Harry Salyards and 
Hugh Cooper failed to address the most important consideration. That is, the 
coin market has confidence in PCGS grading. Hope you're sitting down--this 
may come as a big surprise--but I think PCGS is as consistent in their grading 
as the impeccable EAC member dealer... 
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David Bowers writes, 

I enjoyed reading your commentary, and I am writing to ask if I can reprint 
it, with appropriate credit, in a future issue of the "Rare Coin Review"? I 
feel as you do, but perhaps on a slightly different tangent: slabs are not 

the answer to everything, and numismatic judgment and expertise must be applied 
in addition to what a slab says. I do feel, however, that for the beginning 
buyer, the investor who doesn't want to learn anything about coins, grades 
on slabs are probably on the average better than grades on "raw" coins--particu- 
larly among coins sold by market promoters. Slabs have their place in the 
investment community, but the role of the experienced professional dealer or 
experienced collector is not to be discounted. 

Paul Padget writes. 

Both Salyards' Editorial & Cooper's Phi 1 1 i pi c , January Issue, address 
a common concern: How to react to slabs, the investor, and the games being 

played with so-called "certified" grades, specifically of copper. 

Although many of you know me, let me tell the rest of you just What I 
Do in the coin business. Although I am member #747 in EAC, I am better described 
as a "type" dealer as opposed to an "EAC" (i.e., mostly copper) dealer, although 
I've certainly had a few nice coppers over the years. I deal with a largely 
collector-oriented market, and to some extent with investors whom I've convinced 
to "invest" in collector -based coins. (Which lets us both sleep at nights). 

I sell mostly non-slabbed coins, but about 15% of my inventory at any given 
time will be slabs, too. (Mainly when I agree with the slab grade). I think 
I can offer some perspectives on this problem from my vantage point. 

In the first place, in the circulated grades, where most EAC'ers are going 
to be buying coins anyway, let me make an observation about a marked contrast 
between "EAC" grading & "everybody elses'" grading: EAC grading puts a much 

greater emphasis on surface condition than anyone else! (I think with consider- 
able justification) . This is not a finger-pointing accusation, just a statement 
of fact . Let's admit for a moment that a Large Cent can be technically an 
Extra Fine for sharpness and (lack of) wear, but if it's porous, dark, and 
corroded it might be worth VG money and no more. Agreed? So are you going 
to grade aesthetics (and hence, value) when you "grade" a coin, or are you 
going to grade by "technical wear" only? I think this is a policy decision 
on the part of the grader. ANACS tussled with this issue for years; now, at 
least, they make an attempt to put "EF40 - corroded" on the certificate. PCGS 
and NGC make little effort in this direction, but at least they will often 
refuse (sometimes incorrectly) to encapsulate a coin with obvious problems, 
or what they deem to be a "problem." 

Second, let's take the attitude that many of my fellow dealers share with 
me: OK, you wise guys with your slabs that are often overgraded (but are sometimes 

undergraded), we're going to pick you off your gorgeous, glossy brown Uncs at 
stupid-cheap Blue Sheet prices and let you stick your "investors" with those 
spotted slab-64' s at four-figure prices — coins that might grade "AU50, cleaned" 
in an EAC auction. And we're not going to feel a moment's sorrow when the 
lazy investor finds out his coin(s) are worth a fraction of what he paid for 
them in a "true" market, which always rolls around sooner or later. 

Third, I would like to make a point that I feel many, if not most, EAC'ers 
are unaware of: The whole slab and certified market isn't working , at least 
not the way the "market-makers" want it to work. The problem isn't so much 
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the slabbing itself, it's the attempt to commoditize graded coins at certain 
values. Slabbed coins are getting cheaper every week (regardless of what Grey 
& Blue Sheets say) - and some of the "type" coins in high AU to low Unc (61, 

62) are cheap enough that alert collectors ( and their, ahem, dealers) have 
started buying them! A great sign! - they're putting themselves out of business ! 
Isn't it nice that coins are still, in the long run, a free market?! 

Last, consider this: Most investors and their "investment dealers" don't 

like copper . (David Hall some years back didn't handle it at all). They don't 
understand copper and they don't want to understand. So let them play their 
games with Morgans and Commemorati ves and the rest of the "promoted" merchandise. 
Rest well, EAC'ers - this too shall pass...

III. Miscellaneous Letters: 

Richard Schaefer writes. 

Many thanks to Bill Jones for his series giving the historical setting 
of some Hard Times Tokens. What a pleasure to learn about American society 
through them, rather than read another recital of their rarity, pricing, etc. 

Can Bill tell us further if these tokens served only to express and sway opinion, 
or is there any evidence they circulated to relieve a shortage of small change 
from 1837 onwards? 

Let me correct the small bit of Roman history in Part Three. The veto 
was not granted to the Roman lower classes, but rather to their elected repre- 
sentatives--^ tribunes, (who) were occasionally bribed by nobles to act against 
the middle and lower classes--much easier then bribing these classes en masse... 

On a different subject, John Wright's explanation of Sheldon NC numbers 
made me wonder: Is there any other collecting field where, if some pieces 

are hard to find, one simply calls them Non-Collectible and thereby attains 
'completion' without them? Thus Robinson, Naftzger, et al are called 'complete' 
collections of large cents with Sheldon numbers; but the cognoscenti know this 
does not really mean complete collections of the varieties of U.S. large cents 
through 1814, but rather complete only in those with Sheldon designations start- 
ing with an "S," plus partial collections of those which start with an "NC." 

From English alone, 1793 NC- 1 seems to be a Sheldon number as much as S-134. 

But beyond technical definitions, wouldn't regard for the whole truth require 
any early date large cent collection termed 'complete' to comprise examples 
of all known die varieties? 


Pete Smith writes, 

I have been reading some of the early references on Colonial coins. There 
is an engraved piece described with the legend "NON DEPEN-DENS STATUS / AMER ICA 
1778." It is treated as a legitimate colonial piece by early authors such 
as Dickeson (1859), Crosby (1875), Smith (1881), Dye (1883), and Evans (1885). 

I assume later authors may have copied from earlier sources without seeing 
the piece. 

Jump forward a century. I can't find the piece in the Red Book, Raymond, 
Taxay (1975), or Breen (1988). I assume the piece has been discredited but 
I haven't found proof. 

What was the original source? When was it dropped from colonial references? 
In other wrods, what did I miss? 
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...and Walter Breen replies, 

The only modern account of the 1778 NON DEPEN-DENS STATUS engraved pattern 
is in Russell Rulau & George Fuld, Medal lie Portraits of Washington , Centennial 
Ed., Krause, 1985, p. 35; I can add nothing to this. The owner of the unique 
original (R. Byron White) thinks it portrays Samuel Adams; I have not had access 
to Adams portraits to confirm this. Nothing is known of its origin or where- 
abouts before 1858; its attribution to Paul Revere is speculative. (If it 
is Revere' s work, he improved greatly since his 1776 Massachusetts patterns.) 
Nobody ever claimed it was "discredited." Nobody had seen it from Crosby's 
day until 1971, which is why it failed to get into reference books. 

George Frederick Kolbe writes. 

We are pleased to announce that we have been selected to sell signifi- 
cant portions of the remarkable American numismatic library formed by John 
W. Adams of Boston, Massachusetts. It should be emphasized that in no way 
has Mr. Adams' interest in numismatics diminished. In fact, the converse is 
true.

In the past several years 
he has formed a fine, extensive collection.

Would the uninitiated guess, for example, that a multi-volume early 
18th century work on Dutch medals is still an indispensable source of informa- 
tion on early American medals? The five huge folio volumes alone occupy more 
shelf space than a collection of every monograph ever written on large cents! 

To state the problem more succinctly, Mr. Adams is suffering the fate of 
every dedicated bibliophile, no matter how many bookcases he may possess: he 

is running out of shelf space! There is also a matter of stewardship. Mr. 

Adams feels strongly that books are to be used and enjoyed and has therefore 
decided to part with the portions of his library he no longer consults on a 
regular basis. 

The sale will include the most important library of large cent literature 
ever sold, including a remarkable collection of original correspondence and 
manuscripts relating to large cents.
